CINCINNATI (AP) - Virologist Dr. 
Albert Sabin, credited with the 
development of the live oral polio 
vaccine, said he has asked President 
Ford to delay a massive nationwide 
Swine flu innoculation program to 
concentrate on what Sabin feels is a 
more immediate danger—a flu strain 
called A-Victoria 75. 


Sabin, in a weekend telephone in­ 
terview from Aspen, Colo., said he has 
drafted a letter to Ford asking for a 
delay until medical science deter­ 
mines the Swine flu threat is real and 
that the flu is present. 


Sabin contends that Swine flu has not 
appeared in Australia or other 
southern hemisphere countries where 
it is now midwinter, but that A- 
Victoria 75 has. Sabin thinks that 
should be the medical concern in the 
United States right now. 
Sabin said thousands have died from 
a A-Victoria 75, in what he called the 
worst epidemic since the Hong Kong 
flu during 1958 and 1959. 
“ The big epidemics occuring now in 
Australia and other countries of the 
southern hemisphere are coming from 
this new virus,” he said. 
He said he favors innoculating high 
risk patients as soon as possible with a 
combination of vaccines for both Swine 
flu and A-Victoria 75. The vaccine for 
A-Victoria 75 has only recently become 
available, Sabin said. 


Sabin, who is spending a month at 
the Aspen Institute for Humanistic 
Study, said massive innoculation 
program for Swine flu alone should be 
delayed until ‘‘such time as there is 
evidence that Swine flu has reap­ 
peared somewhere in the world or the 
United States. 
“ The probability that this will 
happen now is much lower than it was 
in 1976." Sabin said virologists con­ 
sider the upcoming winter as the 1977 
flu season. 
Sabin is not opposed to the 
manufacturing of the vaccine or the 
legislation approved by Congress last 
week to hold the federal government— 
not those dispensing the vaccine—ac­ 
countable for any possible legal 
claims. 
However, Sabin said he believes that 
proceeding with the program now is 
premature and involves too many 
uncertainties. 
Sabin said his own research into the 
Swine flu virus makes him unsure the 
flu is really as dangerous as the 
general public has been led to believe. 
“ I think the main point is not to use 
the vaccine now. Moreover, we don’t 
have a vaccine for children that will 
not prevent a high rate of high fevers 
and other symptoms of illness,” Sabin 
said. 
“ I think with all of these con­ 
siderations, the vaccine should be 
stockpiled.”

CAPE TOWN, South Africa (AP) - 
Half a mile inside Guguletu township, 
blacks were playing tennis in spotless 
whites beneath a cloudless sky, a 
gentle breeze wafting in from the sea 
not far away. There was a feeling of 
spring in the air after a hard winter. 
A little farther on, the burned-out 
wreckage of a delivery truck was 
slewed across the road. The road in 
front of a row of gutted shops was 
carpeted an inch deep with broken 
glass, from beer and liquor bottles, 
apparently. Scores of vehicles littered 
the streets, overturned, wrecked and 
burned out.

Sunday 
throughout Guguletu and the other two 
black townships outside Cape Town, 
Nyanga and Langa, in which 29 blacks 
were killed and more than 100 injured 
during the rioting last week in protest 
against the white-minority govern­ 
ment’s racial policies. 
The police were keeping a low 
profile, but their trucks were parked at 
the entrance to the townships, ready to 
move if trouble broke out again.

Whites were admitted to the black 
ghettoes only if they had special passes 
from the government.

Dozens of churches were 
untouched. At noon their bells tolled 
slowly as blacks throughout the county 
observed a minute of silence in 
mourning for the 215 blacks slain in 
township riots since mid-June.

National Com­ 
memoration Day was made by Nxolosi 
Mvovo, vice president of the Black 
People’s Convention and one of about 
50 black leaders arrested last week in a 
nationwide security roundup.

But the 
grievances that sparked the violence 
remain — the pass laws requiring 
blacks to carry identification docu­ 
ments at all times, the migrant labor 
system and restrictions on em­ 
ployment and advancement, the lack 
of equal educational facilities and, in 
Cape Town, the preferential treatment 
in the labor market for persons of 
mixed race, known as coloreds.

Republican national chairman, calls 
the party’s 31st National Convention to 
order today it will signal the opening of 
the final phase of the long, sometimes 
bitter struggle between an incumbent 
president never tested in a national 
election and his brash opponent whose 
challenge defied conventional political 
wisdom. 
And many of the Republicans 
gathered here for the showdown fear 
the outcome will leave the party too 
divided to withstand the Democratic 
challenge in the fall campaign. 
Few in Kansas City expected the 
Republicans to duplicate the show of 
unity 
and 
party 
harmony the 
Democrats staged last month in New 
York when they nominated Jimmy 
Carter for president. 
Throughout the preconvention week, 
strategists for Ford and Reagan 
probed and tested and sought signs of 
softness in the delegate totals each was 
claiming. 
Both sides claimed to have more 
than the 1,130 delegate votes needed 
for the nomination. 
The Associated Press delegate 
count, based on legal commitments 
and publicly stated preferences, gave 
Ford 1,117 and Reagan 1,036, with 105 
uncommitted and a single delegate 
saying he will vote for Sen. James L. 
Buckley of New York. 
The prospect that Buckley, a con­ 
servative Republican, might enter the 
race was the latest imponderable in 
the tightest GOP nomination race 
since Dwight Eisenhower and Robert 
Taft battled in 1952.

WASHINGTON (A P) - A 12-year 
study of women who have taken 
estrogen pills has concluded that the 
hormone does not prevent breast 
cancer in menopausal women and may 
even cause the disease. 
The results of the study “ do not by 
themselves” prove a cause and effect 
relationship between the drug and 
cancer, but they do suggest “ a definite 
possibility.” 
The study was done by the Harvard 
School of Public Health, the National 
Cancer Institute and the University of 
Louisville (K y.) School of Medicine. 
A report on its results is to be 
published by the New England Journal 
of Medicine on Thursday, but the 
Washington Post obtained a copy and 
published the findings in its Monday 
editions. 
The report is based on followups of 
1,891 women for an average of 12 years 
after they began taking estrogen. 
American 
doctors 
have 
been 
prescribing estrogen for about 5 to 6 
million middle-aged women to ease the 
pains of menopause. About 10 million 
younger women take estrogen in the 
form of birth-control pills. 
Breast cancer will be detected in 
89.000 American women and will cause 
33.000 others to die this year, the 
American Cancer Society estimates. 
The study turned up no reliable 
correlation between the length of time 
estrogen was used and the risk of 
breast cancer.

Christian Forces 
Attack In Lebanon 


BEIRU T, Iiebanon (AP) — Christian 
forces opened a new campaign today 
to drive the Palestinians from the 
Meten area of the mountains over­ 
looking Beirut. 
“ Unless the Palestinians pull out of 
the Meten area immediately, we will 
have to evict them by force,” said a 
leader of the right-wing Phalange par­ 
ty, which has the largest militia on the 
Christian side of the Lebanese civil 
war. 
Reports from the warring sides said 
the 
Palestinians 
shelled Christian 
positions with m issiles and an­ 
tiaircraft guns during the night, and 
that Christian militiamen backed by 
tanks 
and 
halftracks 
assaulted 
Palestinian positions at the mountain 
village of Aintoura. 
Fighting also continued in Beirut’s 
devastated commercial sector and the 
neighboring Chiyah and Ein Rum- 
maneh suburbs, the former Moslem, 
the latter Christian. Hospital and 
security sources reported that about 90 
persons were killed and 135 wounded 
during the night. 
The sm all towns and villages 
scattered along the mountains were 
mostly summer resorts for wealthy 
I^ebanese before the civil war, and the 
area was traditionally Christian. The 
Palestinians and their leftist I/ebanese 
Moslem allies moved into them during 
their offensive last spring, which 
brought the Syrian army into the war 
to save the Christians from defeat. 
Phalangist leaders told the com­ 


mander of the Arab Iieague peace 
force, Maj. Gen. Mohammed Hassan 
Gheneim, that they consider Meten 
part of their territory in the de facto 
partition of Iiebanon that is taking 
shape. 


A Palestinian source commented: 
“ It’s a card. It is valuable to us only 
because they want it and we can use it 
to get what we want.” 


Other Palestinian sources said their 
forces would not give up their positions 
unless they got concessions in return, 
such as a Syrian withdrawal from 
eastern Iiebanon. 
The independent newspaper An 
Nahar reported agreement in principle 
between A1 Fatah, the biggest of the 
Palestinian organizations, and the 
Phalange to station Arab Iieague 
peace forces along a buffer line in 
Meten. 
But other

Phalange military commander Pierre 
Gem ayel rejected a Palestinian 
proposal for a cease-fire and with­ 
drawal of forces all along the front line 
of the civil war. 
The Christians turned their attention 
to the mountain area after their 
capture Thursday of the Tal Zaatar 
Palestinian refugee camp on the 
southeast side of Beirut.

The grand jury arraignments are the 
third phase in a multi-faceted plan 
Estrogen, 
Cancer Link 
Possible 


WASHINGTON (A P) — A 12-year 
study of women who have taken 
estrogen pills has concluded that the 
hormone does not prevent breast 
cancer in menopausal women and may 
even cause the disease. 
The results of the study “ do not by 
themselves” prove a cause and effect 
relationship between the drug and 
cancer, but they do suggest “ a definite 
possibility.” 
The study was done by the Harvard 
School of Public Health, the National 
Cancer Institute and the University of 
Louisville (K y.) School of Medicine. 
A report on its results is to be 
published by the New England Journal 
of Medicine on Thursday, but the 
Washington Post obtained a copy and 
published the findings in its Monday 
editions. 
The report is based on followups of 
1,891 women for an average of 12 years 
after they began taking estrogen. 
Am erican 
doctors 
have 
been 
prescribing estrogen for about 5 to 6 
million middle-aged women to ease the 
pains of menopause. About IO million 
younger women take estrogen in the 
form of birth-control pills. 
Breast cancer will be detected in 
89.000 American women and will cause 
33.000 others to die this year, the 
American Cancer Society estimates. 
The study turned up no reliable 
correlation between the length of time 
estrogen was used and the risk of 
breast cancer.

BEIR U T , lebanon (A P) — Christian 
forces opened a new campaign today 
to drive the Palestinians from the 
Meten area of the mountains over­ 
looking Beirut. 
“ Unless the Palestinians pull out of 
the Meten area immediately, we will 
have to evict them by force,” said a 
leader of the right-wing Phalange par­ 
ty, which has the largest militia on the 
Christian side of the lebanese civil 
war. 
Reports from the warring sides said 
the 
Palestinians 
shelled 
Christian 
positions with m issiles and an­ 
tiaircraft guns during the night, and 
that Christian militiamen backed by 
tanks 
and 
halftracks 
assaulted 
Palestinian positions at the mountain 
village of Aintoura. 
Fighting also continued in Beirut’s 
devastated commercial sector and the 
neighboring Chiyah and Ein Rum- 
maneh suburbs, the former Moslem, 
the latter Christian. 
Hospital and 
security sources reported that about 90 
persons were killed and 135 wounded 
during the night. 
The small towns and villages 
scattered along the mountains were 
mostly summer resorts for wealthy 
lebanese before the civil war, and the 
area was traditionally Christian. The 
Palestinians and their leftist lebanese 
Moslem allies moved into them during 
their offensive last spring, which 
brought the Syrian army into the war 
to save the Christians from defeat. 
Phalangist leaders told the com­ 


mander of the Arab league peace 
force, Maj. Gen. Mohammed Hassan 
Gheneim, that they consider Meten 
part of their territory in the de facto 
partition of lebanon that is taking 
shape. 


A Palestinian source commented: 
“ It’s a card. It is valuable to us only 
because they want it and we can use it 
to get what we want.” 


Other Palestinian sources said their 
forces would not give up their positions 
unless they got concessions in return, 
such as a Syrian withdrawal from 
eastern lebanon. 
The independent newspaper An 
Nahar reported agreement in principle 
between Al Fatah, the biggest of the 
Palestinian organizations, and the 
Phalange to station Arab league 
peace forces along a buffer line in 
Meten. 
But 
other 
sources said 
Phalange m ilitary commander Pierre 
Gemayel rejected a Palestinian 
proposal for a cease-fire and with­ 
drawal of forces all along the front line 
of the civil war. 
The Christians turned their attention 
to the mountain area after their 
capture Thursday of the Tai Zaatar 
Palestinian refugee camp on the 
southeast side of Beirut. The conquest 
of the camp, in which an estimated 3,- 
000 persons died, removed the last 
Palestinian 
strongpoint

Christian East Beirut and the 800- 
square-mile Christian hinterland north 
of the capital.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Japan last 
year ran ked as the largest sin gle­ 
coun try market for feedgrain s an d 
in gredien ts from U.S. farms, but that 
coun try’s own foreign -aid program 
threaten s American trade domin an ce, 
three 
Agriculture 
Departmen t 
econ omists report. 
In today’s issue of the weekly 
Foreign Agriculture magazin e, Bruce 
L. Green shields of the Econ omic 
Research Service writes, “The 
prin cipal aim of Japan 's foreign aid to 
agriculture is to secure imports of an i­ 
mal feed from developin g coun tries, or 
at least to in crease world production 
en ough to hold down prices.” 
In 1975, accordin g to a separate 
report from agricultural attache Larry 
F. Thomasaon in Tokyo, Japan im­ 
ported 95.9 per cen t of its wheat sup­ 
ply, 94.6 per cen t of its soybean s an d all 
its wool an d raw cotton . 
Some 73 per cen t of the soybean s an d 
feedgrain s came from the Un ited 
States. These products made up 52 per 
cen t of the U.S. farm sales to Japan . 
‘‘U.S. producers...depen d on ex ports 
to Japan to main tain the efficien cies 
derived from large-scale production ,” 
the article said. ‘‘Because of ex ports to 
Japan an d other foreign markets, 
which en able U.S. agriculture to 
operate at an efficien t size, U.S.

at least to increase world production 
enough to hold down prices.” 
In 1975, according to a separate

ported 95.9 per cent of its wheat sup­ 
ply, 94.6 per cent of its soybeans and all 
its wool and raw cotton. 
Some 73 per cent of the soybeans and 
feedgrains came from the United 
States. These products made up 52 per 
cent of the U.S. farm sales to Japan. 
“U.S. producers...depend on exports 
to Japan to maintain the efficiencies 
derived from large-scale production,” 
the article said. “ Because of exports to 
Japan and other foreign markets, 
which enable U.S.

from the Terminal Island prison with 
another woman. They overpowered a 
female prison guard, beat her and es­ 
caped in her car, which they later 
abandoned, authorities said. 
An FBI spokeswoman said Sunday 
night: “We don’t have any indication 
as to the whereabouts of either of 
them. There is no indication as to the 
direction of their flight at this tim e.” 
The spokeswoman said the search 
for Miss Murphy, 34, and Diane Ellis, 
33, was still centered in the Long 
Beach-Los Angeles area, but no fur­ 
ther details were available.

without 
outside 
assistance. 
The FBI has described Miss Murphy 
as a fringe member of the Manson 
clan. She was serving a five-year 
sentence for conspiring with another 
Manson clan member, Sandra Good, to 
send threatening letters to business 
executives, accusing them of polluting 
the environment. 
Miss 
M urphy, 
nicknam ed 
“ H eath er,” lived in Sacram ento, 
Calif., with Manson family member 
Lynette “Squeaky” Fromme at the 
tim e Miss Fromme pointed a loaded 
gun at President Ford Sept. 5. Miss 
Fromme is now in prison, convicted of 
attempting to kill the President. 
Manson too is in prison, convicted 
with three of his women followers in 
the slaying of actress Sharon Tate and 
six others in 1969. 
Authorities said that until now they 
knew of no connection between Miss 
Ellis and the Manson group. She was 
serving time for parole violation on a 
bank robbery conviction.

All the drugs were tested at the BCI 
laboratory in london. 
The investigation surfaced at this 
time, they said, because of the large 
number of arrests and the street 
rumors of the undercover officers. The 
officers were threatened many times, 
they said. 
On orders of the local officials, the 
undercover officers overlooked, for the 
time, about 40 people who will later be 
arrested for possession. 
“We did not want to blow our case 
against the dealers,” Gerhardt said.

Thin Mons Dreams 


The weakness in the word “diet” is 
that it connotes a temporary situation. 
It is something we go on; something 
we go off. Medical science would 
prefer to have all of us who are plump 
restructure our eating habits for the 
rest of our lives. 
There are more than 30 million 
bathroom scales in the U.S. The fatties 
walk around them. They are part of the 
decoration, like the bathmat. 
I am convinced that most of us who 
are overweight were sabotaged by 
mother in infancy. Women equated a 
chubby baby with good health. They 
fed us fattening foods and we were 
hooked. 
Big John was fat. He was 5 feet-11 
and weighed 254.

In one year, he was down to 154 
pounds. He look old and felt great. He 
was to and skinny when he died of a 
cardiac arrythmia. 
Gene Kroll and I used to go on high 
protein diets. We enjoyed watching 
each other suffer. Both of us were 
about the same size — 5 feet, 7*6 inches 
— and the same weight, 184. When we 
reached 165, we went off the diet with a 
fanfare, like drunks who swear off 
booze during Lent. 
This time I was determined to 
change my eating habits forever. I cut 
out 
all 
bread, 
all 
spaghetti, 
all 
potatoes, all gravy. That was it. In an 
agonizingly slow fashion, my weight 
dropped from 184 to 159. The 25-pound 
knapsack is gone, This morning I 
weighed 161, the result of a homemade, 
deep-dish blueberry pie. Kelly doesn’t 
like it. I ate all of it.

The government has to create a 
marketing climate that does not put 
roadblocks between farmers and a 
good farming future, according to 
Allen Grant. 
Grant considers a federal grain 
reserve proposal called “Storehouse of 
Food,” to be presented next year by 
corn belt Sen. Hubert H. Humphrey, D- 
Minn., among those roadblocks. 
Reserves are “the heart of most 
farm programs, built around a ‘cheap 
food’ policy,” Grant said. 
“Grain reserves disrupt and depress 
the farm ers’ market and create the 
illusion 
that 
food 
is 
cheap 
by 
transferring part of the 
cost to 
taxpayers,” he said. 
Grant sees only political motives 
behind the establishment of grain 
reserves. 
“All of us that are in business, 
whether its agriculture or any other 
business, are overregulated at the 
present tim e,” Grant said. He added. 
“It seems to me that when we have to 
have the Occupational Safety and 
Health Act telling us that manure is 
slippery if you step on it on a cow barn 
floor, we’re just going a little too far 
with regulation,” Grant said.

No, tobacco is not the only cause of 
emphysema. Buy it undoubtedly is the 
most important cause of the serious 
lung condition. 


Asthma, chronic bronchitis, dust, 
m olds and chronic irritatio n by 
chemical fumes are some of the other 
possible causes of emphysema. 
The fact that there are other causes 
should not mislead you into believing 
that tobacco is not the culprit that it is. 
Emphysema is a physical condition 
in which the tiny air sacs in the lung 
lose their elasticity. Die result is that 
air, with its vital oxygen, is trapped in 
these sacs and cannot easily be emp­ 
tied during inhaling and exhaling.

Many people who are 
“half-asleep” when they seek out a 
medicine in the cabinet find that they 
may have swallowed a drug that they 
were not looking for. 
The safety cap is sufficiently dif­ 
ficult to remove so that it takes 
complete attention to do it. Thus one is 
awakened to the exact medicine that 
he should be taking. 
When an adult learns how to remove 
a safety cap, it becomes very simple. 
For children it is virtually impossible. 
If a single life is saved, it will certainly 
compensate for your temporary an­ 
noyance.

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The impact of higher natural gas 
prices on gas users who must live on 
fixed incomes seems to be the last 
consideration of the Federal Power 
Commission — if indeed it is con­ 
sidered at all. 
Faced with stiff opposition in 
Congress to deregulation of natural 
gas prices, the Federal Power Com­ 
mission recently did something of an 
end run around the legislative process 
and permitted natural gas producers 
to hike their prices. 
TTie increase would nearly triple the 
price of natural gas brought into 
production since the start of last year. 
It is estimated that the bonanza for gas 
producers could result in consumers’ 
paying an additional $1.5 billion in the 
first year. 
The FPC action was immediately 
challenged in court, and temporarily 
stayed by a two-judge appeals court 
panel. However, another panel of three 
federal judges this week ruled that the 
enormous increase could be put into 
effect immediately, so long as the EPC 
insures that gas producers refund any 
portions of the new rates subsequently 
held to be unlawful. 
The m atter is far from settled since 
the courts cannot decide on the merits 
of the FPC price increase until all 
administrative appeals are exhausted. 
If an appeal is made, as is almost 
certain, the Commission will have 
until Sept. 27 to decide on rehearing the 
case. 
As things now stand, the natural gas 
industry is still one 
up on the 
beleaguered consumer. 
> 
Before the FPC approved its biggest 
natural gas price 
increase 
ever, 
producers were allowed to charge 
about 52 cents per thousand cubic feet 
of gas sold in interstate commerce. 
That refers to gas sold in a state 
different from the one in which it is 
found, as is the case with Ohio. 
Under the new FPC ruling, however, 
producers may charge up to $1.42 for 
gas produced since the end of 1974. 
Additionally, the Commission doubled 
the allowable charge for gas produced 
between Jan. I, 1973, and the end of 
1974. 
The FPC claims that these exor­ 
bitant increases are needed to 
stimulate production of new natural 
gas sources. According to the Com­ 
mission the prosperous natural gas 
industry must be “encouraged” with 


this bounty to go out and look for more 
gas. 
By its action, however, the FPC is 
allowing an increase in the price of a 
substantial amount of gas that has 
already been discovered and is 
already being produced. 
Not only will that do nothing to 
stimulate discovery, it will serve to hit 
the 
consum er 
squarely 
in 
the 
pocketbook. 
An indirect but significant impact of 
the price rise is a corresponding rise in 
the price of goods and services that 
depend 
on 
natural 
gas 
for 
the 
production process. 
The meaning of the Federal Power 
Com m ission’s a rb itra ry action is 
simple enough. Despite an intense and 
well financed lobbying effort — and 
with EPC backing — the natural gas 
industry has thus far failed to get its 
deregulation plum from Congress. 
Therefore, it is getting what it can 
from a predictably generous Federal 
Power Commission. 
With a history of understating 
reserves, failure to produce gas when 
capable, and non-delivery on contracts 
to pipelines, natural gas producers 
have damaged their credibility with 
Congress, and surely to a much 
greater degree, the consuming public. 
The Federal Power Commission’s 
pricing decision, if allowed to stand 
after judicial review, will add $1.5 
billion to the national fuel bill. 
It will produce only new prices, not 
new gas. And that means that once 
again the American consumer will be 
left holding the bag.

An infection called iridocyclitis, 
occurring in 10 to 20 per cent of 
juvenile arthritis patients, can lead to 
blindness if untreated. Cortisone can 
cause cataracts. 
“ We’ve been watching some of these 
patients for five years," explained 
ophthamologist Dr. Richard Simmons,

He lives in Haydenville, just 
six miles east of Ix)gan and when he 
got home with his wife that night “ She 
told me at first I wasn’t coming in. She 
said somebody’s going to get hurt 
bad."

mutilations are the work of a group of 
religious cultists roaming the hills at 
night, buring fires and wearing black 
robes and hoods. 
A joint statement several days ago 
also reminded people that there has 
been no harm clone humans.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Too 
many farm er p atients of Colu mbu s 
State Institu te are ending u p on the 
wrong side of the law becau se they 
hav e been trained inadeq u ately to liv e 
in the ou tside world, say s the Rev . 
Ralp h Karl, CSI's Catholic chap lain. 
“ We’v e got gradu ates in Mansfield 
(Reformatory ). We’v e got gradu ates 
down in Lu casv ille (Sou thern Ohio 
Correctional Facility ),” the chap lain 
said. 
The mentally retarded p atients are 
not being tau ght to read, write, cook , 
shop , do lau ndry , or manage money , 
he charged.

ra th e r Karl said the institu te s 
recent failu res inclu de a y ou th who 
w as released w ithou t being tau ght how 
to manage money and “gav e away $10 
bills.” Another former p atient, a 23- 
y ear-old woman, left the institu te 
withou t k nowing how to read and 
w rite. She becam e a p rostitu te 
becau se she cou ldn’t find a job, the 
Rev . Karl said. 
Carl said abou t 220 p atients hav e left 
the institu te in the 11 months he has 
been su p erintendent. Abou t 100 were 
released to commu nity 
p lacement 
hou ses Between 13 and 15 demanded 
to be freed and the rest were tran­ 
sferred to other state facilities.

Volcano Eruption 
Set On Guadeloupe 


POINTE-A-PITRE, 
Guadeloupe 
(A P) - The predicted big eruption of 
the Soufriere volcano may not occur 
for several days, a French scientist 
monitoring the volcano reported early 
today after thousands were evacuated 
from the danger zone. 
The scientist, Charles Brousse of the 
University of Paris, said the warning 
Sunday that the blowoff was expected 
in IO to 12 hours was given to insure 
that all 72,000 persons left the area 
around the 4,813-foot peak. 
Broadcasting from a ship off the 
coast, Brousse warned that the 
eruption was “ now an inexorable 
process; we have gone past the point of 
no return.” 
He predicted that it would have at 
least the force of the 1902 eruption of 
Mt. Pelee, on Martinique, which killed 
more than 30,000 people and destroyed

Carter did manage to get in some 
digs at the Republicans during a 
speech at a weekend Jefferson- 
Jackson Day dinner in Charleston, 
W.Va. Carter told the 3,000 persons at 
the Democratic dinner that the Ford 
administration “ governs by veto.” He 
criticized vetoes against bills for 
public service jobs, a school lunch 
program and Vietnam veterans educa­ 
tion. 
“ These vetoes don’t help our nation’s 
economy. They don’t save money.

WASHINGTON (A P) - A “ very 
normal looking” man visited the office 
of the National Organization for the 
Reform of Marijuana Laws, pausing 
long enough to leave an anonymous 
cash donation — $1(^000. 
“ It’s one of the. few real fine Ait ural 
highs I ’ve ever experienced,” NORML 
director Keith Stroup said about the’ 
mysterious windfall of $10 and $20 
bills. 
According to Stroup, a shorthaired 
man wearing a sports shirt and slacks 
and carrying a brief case entered the 
office Sunday morning to chat about 
the group’s efforts to have the use of 
marijuana decriminalized. 
Stroup left the room to find some 
NORML literature for the visitor, and 
returned to find him heading out the 
door. 
“ He gave me the note and said, 
‘Here, I made a contribution. It’s in 
your attache,” ’ Stroup said. 
The cryptic note said the donation 
came from something called the 
Confederation, described in the note as 
an association of marijuana dealers.

The activity in­ 
tensified Thursday, and 30,000 persons 
living nearest were ordered to leave. 
Then on Sunday the team of about 12 
volcanologists keeping a close watch 
on the situation reported the presence 
in the vapor of ash from much deeper 
in the earth indicated an eruption was 
imminent. 
Evacuation of the rest of the danger 
zone was ordered. 
An observer who flew over the 
volcano Sunday reported: “ I could see 
white smoke coming up from at least 
five different places, and even from 
the plane the smell of sulphur was very 
strong.” 
The narrow, two-lane highway 
running north to Pointe-A-Pitre, the 
island’s biggest city, was jammed with 
cars and buses loaded with fleeing 
families and as much of their pos­ 
sessions as they could pile on. 
Three ships took 6,000 persons from 
the tow’n of BasseTerre, which is six 
miles from the peak of I .a Soufriere, to 
Pointe-A-Pitre. 
Schools were opened in the city to 
house the evacuees. 


GSI Patients 
Not Trained, 
Chaplain Says 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A P) - Too 
many former patients of Columbus 
State Institute are ending up on the 
wrong side of the law because they 
have been trained inadequately to live 
in the outside world, says the Rev. 
Ralph Karl, CSI’s Catholic chaplain. 
“ We’ve got graduates in Mansfield 
(Reformatory). We’ve got graduates 
down in Lucasville (Southern Ohio 
Correctional Facility),” the chaplain 
said. 
The mentally retarded patients are 
not being taught to read, write, cook, 
shop, do laundry, or manage money, 
he charged. 
Supt. Robert Carl concedes there is a 
problem, blaming it on a lack of 
money, state laws, and unimaginative 
teachers. But, he says training is 
improving. 
b ather Kart said the insititute s 
recent failures include a youth who 
was released without being taught how 
to manage money and “ gave away $10 
bills.” Another former patient, a 23- 
year-old woman, left the institute 
without knowing how to read and 
write. She became a prostitute 
because she couldn’t find a job, the 
Rev. Karl said. 
Carl said about 220 patients have left 
the institute in the ll months he has 
been superintendent. About IOO were 
released to community placement 
houses. Between 13 and 15 demanded 
to be freed and the rest were tran­ 
sferred to other state facilities.
